There were all of the 
pinions, jewels, screws, plates 
springs, posts, dial, hands, and 
everything that it takes to make 
a watch.But it could not run and 
keep time. 

Before it could run and keep 
time it had to be put together by 
the jeweler. Every piece had to 
be put in the right place, fast- 
ened with right pin or screw, 
and wound up before it would 
run and mark time. Who would 
object to the jeweler taking it 
piece by piece and putting it to- 
gether? Who would want to buy 
it while it was in that knock- 
down condition? 

Some people seem to think 
that the Bible Church has no 
better form than that described 
by the knock-down condition 
of the watch. There are the 
members, the offices, the laws, 
and everything of which the 
Church may be composed, but 
where is the Church in that 
knock-down condition? What 
good do the laws do? Who is 
going to administer or enforce 
these laws? The offices are 
there-—overseers, bishops, dea- 
cons, evangelists, pastors, teach- 
ers, helps, but all vacant. The 
men and women to fill these 
offices are there also, but they 
are not officers because they 
have not been placed in the 
offices. There are also the mem- 
bers, but they are not joined to- 
gether. They are lying out there 
in the pile, but no steps have 
been taken to place them in the 
body. 

When the parts of the watch 
are put together, each part in its 
oper place, and the connec- 
tions made, and it wound up

Those parts are not 
called a watch until they are 
joined together.

Why do they do this? Why 
do they despise government and 
speak evil of dignities? It is be- 
cause they do not know. They 
think they are doing God’s ser- 
vice to speak as they do about 
the officers of the Church and 
disregard the government. They 
do not believe it is the govern- 
ment of God. Let Jude talk a- 
bout them: “But these speak 
evil of those things which they 
know not.” (Jude 8,10.) Let 
Paul speak a word, “If any man 
teach otherwise, and consent 
not to wholesome words, even 
the words of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, and to the doctrine 
which is according to godliness; 
he is proud, knowing nothing, 
but doting about questions and 
strifes of words, whereof com- 
eth envy, strife, railings, evil 
surmisings, perverse disputings 
of men of corrupt minds and 
destitute of the truth.”

Yes, 
this mistake has been made by 
many honest and sincere people. 
They have not received the re- 
velation- They can only com- 
prehend the natural, but when 
|people get the revelation they al- 
ways see it differently from 
what they thought it was. It is 
the government of God—theo- 
cratic. God’s Word settles every 
question. The Holy 
shines the light and makes the 
Word plain. When decisions are 
made “It seemed good to the 
Holy Ghost, and to us.” (Acts 
15:28.) And every decision that 
is made agrees with the Word. 
(Acts 15:13—-20.) 

It is a mystery to me why 
good people should oppose and 
despise the government of God, 
and this is what needs to be put 
away. But the light is shining 
brighter all the time; and more 
people are seeing and recogniz- 
ing the government of God all 
the time. And the deeper the 
spirituality the easier it is for 
them to see. And the more 
spiritual they are the more 
ready they are to submit to His 
government. We repeat what we 
said above, that, Loyalty and 
\true fidelity are marks of Bible 
Christianity. 

The great jeweler is at work, 
putting the parts of the watch 
together. The people are becom- 
ing more ready to yield to His 
divine touch. Many have learned 
that there is no Church where 
there is no goverment. They are 
learning that this ‘‘one in a hill” 
does not bear fruit. They see 
they must be joined together 
and become loyal to the Bible, 
the Holy Ghost, and to those 
who are over them Im the Lord. 

It is only a matter of a short 
time until all the spiritual people 
will submit to the government 
of God, and it will be others that 
despise government. It has been 
said that it was only those who 
want to rule rather than be gov- 
erned that despise government. 
This may be true, but it has also 
been said that only those that 
love to be governed are suitable 
for positions of authority. 

It has been said that we are 
‘iving too much time and space 
to teaching on government, but 
this is the reconstruction period. 
The government of God has 
been ignored long enough. It has 
been despised so much and-so 
long that it is time for its rees- 
tablishment. We do not expect to 
stop until it is given its proper 
place- We do not mean to neg- 
lect spirituality. We encourage it. 
And without spirituality govern 
ment would be a mere form, but
